The work of the United States pen- 
sion department is far reacMng and 
most beneficial in its ministrations. 
By the McCumber law, which went 
into effect February 6, 1907, its aid 
has become even more general than 
before. 
Under this law, as all 
in 


touch witt movements of interest to 
the old soldiers know, all veterans of 
the Civil war who served 
over 90 


days and who are over 62 years of 
age, receive §12 a month, all'over 70 
jears received $15 a month, and ev- 
ery soldier who has passed the age of 
75 years receives $20 a month. 


The number of pensioners on the, 


roil July 1, 1906, was 955,971. Dur-? 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1907, the additions to the pension 
roll amounted to 31,034 pensioners. 
The number of pensioners 
dropped 


from the roll du'ririg the year was 
49,634, leaving the. n.um,her of pen- 
sioners on- the ?cfli,*j!ine-30, 1907/ 
967,371, the smallest since 1S93, a 
period of 14 years. It will thus ap- 
pear that the net loss fo the roll dur- 
ing the last fiscal year amounted to 
IS, 600 pensioners. 
The loss to the 


roll by death during the year was 
45.7G8. 


This clearly shows that the num- 


ber has 
already 
decreased to an 


alarming extent. Over 45,000 veter- 
ans answered the lasr roll call during 
the past year. And neany all the ad- 
ditions that were made 
to the roll 


during the year were on account of 
the passage of the 
Be-vr law. The 


next paragraph is of special interest: 


On July l, 1906, there were 666,- 


4T.3 survivors of the Civn war on the 
pension roll. The number on the roll 
June 30, 1907. was 644,338, making 
a net loss for the year of 22.115. 
The loss by death of survivors of the 
Civil war during the entire year was 
31,201. 
The number of deaths of 


survivors of the Civil war during the 
fiscal year 1906 was 29,208. and the. 
deaths of this class 
of" pensioners 


during the fiscal year or 1907 were, 
therefore, 1,993 more than the year 
preceding.

FUJIYAMA. 


Japanese Pilgrimage to Its Tempest 


Swept Summit. 


To the people of Japan the mount 


Fujiyama is sacred. The meaning of 
the word Is "honorable mountain." 
During that brief six weeks of summer 
when Fujiyama's wind swept sides are 
climbable, writes A H. Edwards in 
"Kakemono," the pilgrims come in, 
thousand's, hi ten thousands. 
They 


dress themselves in white from head 
to foot. 
They carry long staves of 


pure white wood in their hands, each 
stamped with the temple crest, and in 
bands and companies they climb the 
mountain. 


Always the leader at their head, his 


staff crowned with a tinkling mass of 
bells, like tiny cymbals, chants the 
hymn of Fujiyauw. 
For six short 


summer weeks they come. Then the 
winds' rush down, the snow falls, the 
tempests rage, and Lord Fujiyama lives 
alone. 
' 


No human being has yet stayed a 


winter on his summit, and even in. the 
summer weeks the winds will blow the 
Java blocks from the walls of the rest 
houses and sometimes the pilgrim from 
the path. 


Fujiyama stands alone, not one peak: 


among a range, but utterly alone. Ris- 
ing straight out of the sea on one side 
and from the great Tokyo plain on the 
other, his 12,365 feet in two long curv- 
ing lines of exquisite grace rise up and 
up into the blue, and not an, Inch of 
one foot is hidden or lost 
It is all 


there, visible as a tower built on. a tree- 
less plain. It dominates the landscape. 
It can be seen from thirteen, provinces, 
and from a hundred miles at sea the 
pale white peak of Fujiyama floats 
above the blue.

Eley (D.) of Ashland county Introduc- 
ed a bill to compel interchange of 
long distance 
telephone service a

was another "freak" bill, and no at- 
tention was paid to it. But Mr. Eley, 
undaunted, and better informed, rein- 
tioduced his telephone bill at the ses- 
sion two years ago. During the past 
two years many incidents in the field 
of telephone service have 
attracted 


general attention, and Mr. Eley re- 
turned this session with a stronger 
bill than before. It provides that tel- 
ephone and telegraph companies shall 
be declared common carriers and be 
under the control of the state railroad 
commission, which shall have author- 
ity to compel interchange of long dis- 
tance service, without additional tolls, 
the toll charge to be prorated be- 
tween the connecting companies; for 
regulation of telephone rates based on 
the proportionate number of subscrib- 
ers, the rate not to exceed 8 per cent 
of the dividend earning power of the 
capital actually invested; for inter- 
change of local service at a fee of 6 
cents for a 3-minute talk, divided be- 
tween the companies; for the hearing 
of complaints of subscribers or others 
Dbout service or equipment; and fixes 
a penalty of not to exceed $300 for the 
first offense, and not to exceed ?1,000 
for each subsequent offense. 


Among other big measures affect- 


ing public service corporations is the 
public utilities bill by Representative 
Shuler (R.) of Dayton. The passage 
of this bill would supercede the pres- 
ent railroad commission with a com- 
mi=sion of five, appointed by the gov- 
cinor for terms of five years, at a sal- 
ary of ?10,000 each per year, to exer- 
cise general control over public ser- 
vice corporations. It is too volumin- 
ous and covers too many details to 
afford an intelligent analysis in a few 
lines, further than to say it is pat- 
terned after the Wisconsin law with 
some provisions of the Xew York law. 
One feature which is regaided with 
suspicion is the very complicated pro- 
vision for perpetual franchises. 


One of the amusing effects of Sena- 


tor Huffman's primary elections bill 
on certain nervous Kepublicans is the 
expressed fear that it would abolish 
Ihe Republican primaries 
appointed 


for Feb. 11 by the call of the state 
central committee, if it should pass 
before that date because it proposes 
to repeal all existing primary laws, 
including the 
Bronson law, under 


which the primaries- TV ere called. The 
call having been issued before 
the 


passage of any act tit will stand for 
this time, oecause tbe legislature can. 
not pass retroactive laws. Any prir 
mary election law if passed before 
Feb. 11 •would have the same effect 
if the Huffman hill could be so con- 
strued. If there should develop any 
illegality in the call for the Repub- 
lican primaries and state convention 
it will not be because of any primary 
elections law that may he 
enacted 


prior to either the primaries or the 
convention. 


Mr. Huffman's bill provides that all 


candidates for state, district, county, 
township delegates and members of 
controlling, committees shall 
be se- 


lected by primary. The new Bronson 
bill would do away with county con- 
ventions altogether, while Mr. Huff- 
man's bill leaves it optional with the 
controlling county committee 
as to 


whether nominations shall be made 
by direct primary or the delegates se- 
lected at the primary shall make nom- 
inations in a delegate convention.

Cincinnati the Drake

When one first hears about road 


dragging he feels certain a mistake or 
an exaggeration is somewhere snugly 
concealed, and an active brain spends 
a certain period searching for its hid- 
ing place. Convinced at last of the 
drag's achievements as a wonder 
worker, the same brain asks, "What 
is the expense?" and again is skeptical 
•when the answer conies, "The cost of 
the new -system is many times Ies3 
than the cost of the old system." 


For the farmer who drags the half 


mile or mile, as may be, from "his 
own front gate to .bis neighbor's front 
gate toward town," there is no ex- 
pense account. With the drag in the 
road at the front gate, he quits a little 
early at noon or in the evening, as 
the condition of the road soil decides, 
hitches to the drag and renews his 
boulevard. It becomes merely a chore. 
A neighbor of mine says, "After a fel- 
low once gets into the fashion of drag- 
ging it sticks to him like a bad habit." 
For myself, I have been riding a drag 
since the spring of 1896. ' 


In the fall I can take a team from a 


corn wagon at the crib and drag my 
half mile stretch before the corn is un- 
loaded, and in the winter months most 
farmers can find an abundance of lei- 
sure in which to drag, and the operation 
possibly is of as much benefit in the 
winter as it is in the summer. In this 
latitude, (near the Missouri-Iowa line) 
we,ffind two conditions of the road in 
winter when dragging is remarkably 
effective. One of these special condi- 
tions is when a rough and frozen road 
is thawed an inch or more in depth 
at about '4 o'clock In the afternoon. 
Another fovorable opportunity is at 
the close of a warm spell when the 
wind- changes to the north and the 
mud begins to stiffen with the chill. 


If the mud is dragged just before a 


freeze the road of, course remains 
smooth until another thaw, and the 
difference between such a road and 
one which was permitted to "freeze np 
rough" is as marked as the difference 
between deap mud^nd a dry road.' 
On the one you can^tiru along at nny 
speed; on the other you must move at 
a snail's pace, with tbp horses gingerly 
picking their steps rand, the vehicle 
bouncing around as if you were riding 
over a fresh blast in a rock quarry. 


Let me offer two paragraphs from 


the Record, Hampton, la., the first 
showing the skepticism often met, the 
other confessing a radical change of 
opinion and furnishing proof of the 
value of dragging ^n the winter 
months. The writer addressed a good 
roads meeting at Hampton Nov. 28, 
1905. Under date Xov. 28 in the course 
of an extended report of the meeting 
the Record said: 


"It is to be regretted that there was 


no split log drag at hand that he could 
make a satisfactory -demonstration 
with, the one available not being in 
accordance with the requirements, and 
the attempt to show its workings were 
of little or no benefit" 


But in the issue for Dec. 9 the Rec- 


ord admits the inaccuracy of its first 
impression in the following paragraph, 
the kernel of which is found in the 
last sentence of tiie quotation: 


"The King drag that we have here 


in town is being used today on our 
streets, and If we had teams enough 
and drags enough Hampton would 
have good roads within the city limits 
tomorrow, whereas for a week they 
have been practically impassable for 
the reason that the ground froze up a 
week ago last night, leaving the roads 
all cut up. And suppose that every 
man in the county had had a King 
drag, costing about .$2, and had drag- 
ged the road in front of his premises 
ouce <ner and back a week ago Tues- 
day, the afternoon lhat Mr. King spoke 
at tbe courthouse, we would have had 
good roads ever since. Tbis is demon- 
strated by the f-ict that wherever on 
our streets the dr.is was used that aft- 
ernoon has been a smooth track ever 
since." 


So much for tbe value In the winter 


of tbe winter dragging. 


But winter dragging prepares the 


way for lessening Ihe cost of spring 
end summer dragging, because if the 
roadway has this winter preparation 
It will generally dry off and be ready 
to drag before the nrijoining fields dry 
out and are fit Jo 3»e plowed or culti- 
vated. And so anolbcr series of leisure 
bours is jtrovi<J<*<1 for making good 
roads •without mou<*v.

For good measure I 
cut in half the benefit to neighbors. 


Hon. Matt Hull, now warden of the 


Missouri penitentiary, was a wood 
dragger before be left the farm. In a 
published statemcut be tells of begin- 
ning his woik in deep mud. In two 
months he hud a half mile cf road of 
which he said: "I can hardly believe 
my own eyes wbeu I look at it. A 
loaded wagon won't make any more 
impression on it than it would on a 
floor. I don't believe I ha^e spent a 
balf a day on it altogether, and, hon- 
estly, I wouldn't near take .$50 for the 
comfort it has been to me and my 
friends and neighbors." You will note 
that Mr. Hall's estimate of benefit is 
about double mine. 


A comparison was recently made 


which showed by figures taken from 
many counties and from Maine to 
Minnesota that a dollar spent under 
the new system would produce as 
much benefit as several hundred dol- 
lars spent the old way. It is hard to 
accept such conclusions, yet tbe fig- 
ures bear investigation and analysis. 


LIKE A ROMAN ROAD. 


How a Chicago Millionaire Uses Rocks 


on His New Hampshire Farm. 


J. Glessnor, the Chicago millionaire, 


who has made his summer home in 
Bethlehem, IS'. H., for the last twenty- 
four years, is rapidly attaining fame 
as a road builder, says a Bethlehem 
correspondent of the Chicago Record- 
Herald. He is now able to show three 
miles of probably the finest road in the 
White mountains, all within or adjoin- 
ing his own estate and_ all public road, 
although it was all built or built over 
by Mr. Glessner at his own expense. 


During the late autumn he had con- 


structed: a half mile of road on the 
main highway from Bethlehem to Lit- 
tleton and during most of that time 
had a crew of seventy men, thirty 
horses and twenty cxen engaged on 
the work. Part of this road looks like 
pictures of the modern French or the 
old Roman roads, and it is built fully 
as solidly as the Roman roads used to 
be—in fact, after the same plan. 


The most important work done on 


the Littleton-Bethlehem road by Mr. 
Glessner this year has been van ex- 
tensive fill of quite a stretch of road 
over some lowland where bad travel- 
ing had generally been the rule. At 
the lowest place the road was filled In 
six feet with stone, and the stone 
wall on each side was carried three 
feet higher, the wall in places being 
ten "feet higher on the back side, or 
side toward the fields. The wall is 
three feet wide on top and is strong- 
ly built. 


The roaa is twenty-five feet wide be- 


tween the walls, and four teams' by

actual test can pass abreast. 
This 


wall extends for 400 feet and at one 
part descrioes a beautiful curve. Un- 
less it is desired to make a fill an ex- 
cavation of several feet is first made, 
and Mr. Glessner's men and oxen then 
begin to dump in immense stones tak- 
en out of the nearest fields. A fairly 
level course is made of these, and then 
another layer of somewhat smaller 
stone is dumped on. 


Then comes a still smaller layer, and 


then, last, the stonework is leveled up 
and all openings are filled in with very 
small stone, BO carefully and thorough- 
ly placed that animals cuu be driven 
over without hurting their feet. Then 
tbe rock is entirely covered aud the 
road finally shaped up with a good 
layer of "bardpuu," which packs solid 
and is practically impervious to water. 


Draiuage at each side is always pro- 


vided for, the roads are well rounded, 
and these features, combined with tbe 
solid foundation of rock underneath 
and tbe impervious layer on top, give 
an ideal road.
